I  want  to  say  right  here,  that  I  grow  my 
own  bulbs  and  every  bulb  is  treated  before  planting  for  the  prevention  of 
any  possible  disease.  I  also  grow  on  new  ground  each  year,  thus  insuring 
the  best  in  the  line  of  Gladiolus  bulbs.  This,  I  believe,  should  be  a  greater 
factor  in  your  choice  of  bulbs  than  price  alone,  or  any  inducement  where 
the  quality  of  the  bulbs  cannot  be  fully  guaranteed. 

SIZES 

I  am  quoting  three  sizes  on  most  varieties  this  year — Large  (L), 
Medium  (M)  and  Small  (S). 

The  Large  (L)  is  the  size  most  home  gardeners  prefer.  This  size 
measures  from  1  % "  to  2"  and  usually  throws  two  or  more  spikes.  (M) 
measures  %"  up  to  1XA” .  These  are  fine  bloomers  but  are  about  a  week  or 
10  days  later  than  the  (L)  size  and  do  not  average  as  many  spikes  of 
flowers.  (S)  average  about  Y2"  and  while  we  could  not  guarantee  this  size 
to  bloom  it  is  really  surprising  the  results  generally  obtained  from  these 
little  fellows.  My  Blue  Triumphator  were  all  of  this  size  last  year  and  they 
all  bloomed,  some  having  six  out  with  bottom  blooms  measuring  6"  across 
and  six  buds  to  open.  Anyway  they  make  the  best  bulbs  for  the  next  year’s 
bloom.  Of  course,  you  may  say  that  is  an  exceptional  variety,  as  it  cer¬ 
tainly  is,  but  I  have  found  that  a  very  large  per  cent  of  varieties  will  give 
at  least  some  bloom  if  well  cared  for. 

DESCRIPTIONS 

I  try  to  be  honest  in  my  descriptions,  to  at  least  try  and  give  a  faint 
idea  of  what  a  variety  is  like  in  color,  etc.  But  opinions  differ  and  Glads 
differ  on  different  soils  and  treatments,  and  then  of  course  their  beauty  is 
beyond  portrayal  of  the  human’s  tongue  or  pen.
